Mr. Smith said that two million dol-

Mr. Norman Renshaw asked if High- 
way 90 bridge and approach at Bay 
St. Louis’ were to be the only four 
lane highway between Texas and Flori- 
da, and why should it be four lane, if 
two lane bridge would suffice at 
much smaller cost. Mr. Harris answer- 
cl that in spending such a sum of 
money it would be better to spend a 
little more money and build a four 
lane bridge which would serve future 
generations as well as the present one. 

Mr. Smith read three objections, 
which he had received, against having 
the bridge on Ulman Avenue. One was 
the removal of the water tank to make 
wider roadway approach to the 
bridge: another, the close proximity of 
the traffic bridge to the railroad bridge 
would not allow sufficient space for 
the passage of fishing boats (at this 
everyone guffawed), and third, the lo- 
cation of Bay Central School on a 
busy highway.

CAPT. CRAFT’S SHIP IS 
HOME WITH RECORD 
LOAD OF RUBBER 


A Houston, Texas paper carried an 
account of the SS Aimes Lykes whose 
skipper ıs Captain Karl Craft, of Craft’s 
Anchorge. Waveland, Miss The Aimes 
Lykes carried the largest cargo of raw 
rubber ever shipped. Each bale weighed 
200 lbs. with a total of 5,638 tons, and 
each bale was covered with talcum pow- 
der to prevent sticking together. It was 
the largest shipment of raw rubber ever 
to enter an American port. The ship 
also carried tin ore and Phillipine logs 
to. be used as plywood. 

Captain Craft has been in the Mer- 
chant Marine for thirty years, twenty 
two of which has been with Lykes 
Bros SS Company. He has not been 
home since sailing for the Far East in 
May. On this trip his ship ran into 
two typhoons south of Japan. It spent 
two days in one and got out of it only 
to run into another. 


TV TAX
